"  Mifchiefs  that  have  come  upon  us  :"  And  therer 
fore  I  am  far  from  laying  this  Charge  upon  all  the 
Subfcribers  of  our  late  Pi  -aceful  Addresses,  for 
as  there  are  many  of  'em  fuch,  as  no  good  Subje£t 
would  refufe  to  fubferibe,  (especially  that  of  the

if  he  did  not  think  them  unfeafonable  5  fo  I  have

There  are  fome  (vwyfew  I 
hpe)  who  deny  your  Lordship  this  Character  5  and 
fewer  yet  who  will  be  unwilling  you  /hould  meet 
with  your  juftFate:  But  all  Men  will  own,  (ex- 
cept  Hich  as  are  wilfully  blind)  that  the  latefepa- 
rate  and  Pernicious  Peace  that  your  Lordship  and 
Leud  Drunken  HARRY  have  patch'd   U£  (I 
can't  fay  made)  with  France,  has  almoft  brought 
the  Proteflant  Religion  to  its  laft  Gafp.     Whether 
the  Addreflers  for  this  Peace,  or  whether  the  Pre- 
senters of  tkem,  were  chofen  by  your  Lordship 
out  of  the  Contrivers  of  it,  or  whether  the  Ad- 
dreflers and  Prefenters  were   but  made  the  Cat's 
Foct,  (that  the  Odium,  and  it  may  be,  Punifhment, 
may  one  Day  reft  upon  'em)  I  fhan't  pretend  to 
determine  :  But  if  one  may  make  an  Eitimate  of 
the  Promoters  of  this  Peace,  by  the  Frenchify'd 
Contrivers  of  it,  none  but   a  Madman  will  ever 
think  the' Peace  can  be  Safe  and  Lading,  or,  in 
plainer  Words,  that  God  will  ever  give  .a  Blefling 
to  that  Peace,  that  is  made  by  fuch  corrupt  Mini- 
fters  of  State,  that  have  facrifie'd  their  Country 
to  enrich   themfelves,    and    to    fave  their  Necltj. 
My  Lord,  Thefe  are  Great  Truths ,  and  as  they 
ought  to  be   underftood   by  all  the  Subjects  of 
Great  Britain,  I  have  ventur'd  to  fpeak  'em  in  plain 
EngHJh  5  for  if  your   Lordship   has  ventur'd  your 
Necl^  to  ruin  your  Country,  (as  I  prove  you  have 
in  the  following  Leaves)  1  humbly  conceive  I  may 
with  as  good  Reafon  venture  my  Necl^  to  fave  it  5

Her  Loyal  Subje&s,  for  daring  to.  venture  my  Necl^ 
in  Defence  of  Her  Juft  Title,  and  for  deteffing 
fuch  Guilty  Minifters  of  State   as   are  plotting   her 
Death,  (or  at  leaft  the  wounding  her  Protejlant 
Fame)  by  attempting  to  bring  in  a  Popifh  Pretender 
to  fit  on  the  Throne  of    Her  Royal  Anceftors.

Thefe  great  Ends  (fiys  our  Short  Htjloriari)  were 
the  chief  View  of  thole  thatferv'd  the  Queen  for 
the  Eight  firji  Years  of  her  Reign  5  and  with  what 
Succefs  th^y  ferv  d  Her,  the  great  Union  amongfi  Her 
"Mcijejtfs  Sub j  this  at  home,  and  the  inariy 'great  and  glo- 
rious Vttlor.es  obtain  d  by  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  I 
abroad,  will  fhsw  to  the  World  many  Hundred  Years 
after  their  defpis'd  Names  are  rotten,  who  have 
moft  h  f  imoufly  (as  well  as  ungratefully)  attempt- 
ed to  biemtfh  their  Lluftrious  Characters.

My   Lord,  What  will  the  New  Parlia- 
ment fay  to  this!  that  little  T rs  loofe  their 

Necks,  by  that  very  Treafon  that  Great  Ones  fe- 
cure theirs,  which  is  a  Paradox  eafily  prov'd  5  for 
'tis  now  apparent,  that  the  undeferv'd  Reflexions 
that  were  cafl   upon  the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  the 

Lord 
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Lord  Tovsnjbendy  and  Mr.  Wa'pole,  were  given  by 
the  Loyal  Parliament,  for  no  other  End  "  but 
44  to  fully  the  Illujirious  Char  abler  s  of  tbofe  that  are  out 
44  of  Power,  and  to  fcreen  the  Iniquity $  of  tbofe  that 
44  are  in,  even  that  Lend'  and  Infaynom  Tool

ii  Sophia,  upon  whom  the  SucceJJion  to  the  Crown  is 
"  fettled. — My  Lord,  if  Scotland  be  in  fuch  great 
Danger  from  the  Pretender,  as  'tis  plain  by  this 
Seafonable  Warning,  it  is,  I'm  fure,  'tis  high  time  that 
England  fhou'd  be  fully  informal  who  'tis  that 
ill  <c  The  Three  lajl  Winter  Campaigns  in  Parliament 
have  been  alfo  facrificing  their  Country  to  the  Pre^

giving Sermon,  nor  your  Hir'dTroops,  tho'  *•  So  ready 
*c  to  go  upon  any  Attacks  coiCd  have  performed  Jo  many 
**  remarkable  Services,  either  in  the  Parliament  Houfe  or 
"  St.  Pauls,  had  they  not  (as   Mr.  W- —  obferves) 
*c  firmly  adhered  to  your  Lordfb'p,    and  their  Mono- 
"  fyllables.     But,  my  Lord,  (hou'd  your  Intreague- 
ing  Peace  prove  good  and  lafting,  (as  no  Man  in  hi$

thinking  Men,  that  a  Bifhop  that  was  to  Harangue 
on  the  Excellencies  of  a  Glorious  Peace,  /hou'd  at  fuch 
an  unfeafonable  time  defer ibe  the  Miferies  of  a  Civil 
War,  if  he  did  not  fufpeft  it  from  your  Lordfhip's 
Traitrous  Conduct  towards  the  Queen  and  tne 
whole   Nation,    by  your  contriving  a  Peace  with 
France,  thatmuft  be  better  patch'd  up  againft  next 
Seffion   of  Parliament,    or,   even  your  Loyal  and 
Dm  ful  Commons,  will  not  think  you  above  their 
Impeachment,  tho'  you  fhou  d  climb  from  Title  to 
Title  till  you    climb  fo  high  as  to  break,  your  Neck,  in 
that  great  and  unpittied  Fallj  which  (if  the  Nation 
is  bleft  with  a  good  Parliament)  cannot  be  far  off? 
For,  my  Lord,  all  your  Politicks,  fince  your 
Pride  and  Ambition    has    difplac'd    the   late   Mi- 
niftry,    has  fpoke   no  other  Language  but  this 
— Necl^  or  Nothing —  i.  e.  a  Duke  you  are  or  re- 
folve    to    be ;    but   pray,    my    Lord,    take  this 
humbling    Confideration    along  with  your  High 
Tuhs  : 

What 
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JVhat  fgnifes   W   empty   Word 

His  Grace,  his  Highnefs,  or,   my  Lord  ? 

Saving  your  Prefence,    not   a    T — 

5T/5  Venue  Stamp  the   Character, 

And  adds  a  Lujire  to  his  Star. 

My  Lord,  'tis  a  plain  Cafe  whatever  your  ven- 
ture has  been  in  climbing  the  Tivo  Pinacles  of  Ho- 
nour and  Riches,  yet  as  you  han't  afcended  one  ftep 
in  Venue,  or  to  ft  cure  the  Hannover  Succejfion  iince 
your  Advancement,  your  Rife  has  been  the  higher 
only  to  make  your  Fall  the  greater.  Worldly 
Honour  is  like  a  Circle  in  the  Water,  which  never 
ceafeth  to  enlarge  it  felf,  till  by  broad  fpread- 
ing  it  difperfe  to  nought.  We  might  have  lome 
Opinion  that  thofe  great  Titles  of  Earl  or  Duke, 
had  much  Eminency  above  all  that  is  here  below, 
were  it  not  that  they  daily  fall  into  Fantafms 
and  Shadows  of  nothing  5  and  therefore,  my  Lord, 
as  you  have  ventured  your  Necl^  for  Honour  and 
Riches,  (which  I  have  here  prov'd  is  nought,  a 
Fantafm,  or  Shadow  of  Nothing,  and  when  attain'd 
•  \>y  felling  of  Britifh  Liberties  for  Luidorcs,  is  worfe 
than  Nothing.*)  'Tis  but  juft  that  your  felf  and 
your  Brorfjer  T —  fhou'd  have  your  Necks  gall'd 
with  that  French  (or  Jacobite,)  Noofe  that  you 
have  been  Secretly  weaving  for  the  whole 
Kingdom.  And  therefore,  my  Lord,  'tis  be- 
liev'd,  that  to  iave  both  your  felf  and  a  Guilty 
Miniftry  from  Hamon's  Fate,  that  the  B —  of  B — 
and  W—  had  Secret  InJiruBions from  your  Lordjhtb,  to 
threaten  the  Whigs  with  a  Civil  War,  if  they  wou'd 
not  grow  tame  enough  to  take  the  lofs  of  the 
Hannover  Succejfion  in  good  part.

War,  if  it  wern  t  to  fecure  your  Lordfhip's  Neck, 
and  the  Pretentions  of  feme  Body  as  far  as  Lor  am.     I 
think,   my  Lojrd,  the  Truth  of  this  Difcovery  is 
fairly  prov'd  by  our  Thankj -giving  Bzjhops  not  once 
naming  the  Houfe    of  Hannover    throughout    hi* 
whole  Sermon,  tho5  'twas  fo  neceflary  to  be  done 
on  a  Day  when  he  was  enumerating  the  Blcffingsof 
Peace.     No,  alas !  the  Politick  Bifhop,   inftead  of 
giving  us  frefh  Affurance,   that  Ae  next  Parlia- 
ment will    confirm  the    Protejiant  Succejfon  in  the 
Houfe  of  Hannover,   he  tells  his  Hearers  a  Secret, 
I  fuppofe,  he  had  from  your  Lordfhip,  <c  That  if 
u  we  are  again  to  have  any  Civil  War  in  England,  his 
<#  like  to  he  attended  and  afjijied  with  Foreign  Arms,  an 
"  dffifiance  call'd  naturally  in  by   both  Sides,  and  m 
"  readily  lent.     Lent  !  By  whom  ?  Why,  doubtlefs, 
the  Pifhop  means  by  the  French  King  ,  which  fuffi- 
ciently  ftiews  that  our  Glorious  Peace  has  not  only 
facrifie'd  the  Laws,  but  the  Religion  of  England,  to 
the  Power   of  France :   And  as  a   Proof  of    this, 
Han  t  the  French  King  receiv'd  fuch  New  Life  from 
the  WifeCondubl  of  our  New  Miniftry,  that  he  has  • 
taken  Landau,    threatn'd  Frihourgh,    and  infulted 
the  whole  Empire.     *<  The  Duke  of  Marlborough, 
"  (as  the  Short  Hiflorian  obferves)  had  beaten  France 
"  too  often  ever  to  be  forgiven,  it  was  neceflary 
"  he  fhou'd  be  difgrae'd,  or  the  Scheme  corf d  not 
"  go  on  9    he  was  too  confiderable    to  be  drop'd 
"  quietly,  but  becaufe  his  Publick  Services  to  his 
"  Country  could  not   be  cali'd  in  queftion,    the 
<c  l{nown     and   ufual,     Perqwfuies     of   the    General 
**  are  voted  Puhl'u\  Money,  and  are  to  be  accounted 
"  for.     But  how  much  this  difgracing  the  Duke 
of   Marlborough  has  ^contributed  to    the   ruin  of 
England  and  the  Proteftant  Intereft,  is  fufficiently 
feen  by  all  the  Freeholders  of  Gr?at  Britain,    and  is 
lately   acknowledg'd  by  Forty  Lords,  and  by  Sixty 
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New  Members  of  Parliament,  of  which  the  truly  In- 
genious John  Ladd,  Efq;   is  one,  who  having  their 
Eyes    open'd  by  the  Treaty  of  Commerce,  and  the 
Difeovertes  they  make  at  Dunkirk,  can  no  longer  ap- 
prove of  your  Lordfhip's  Meafures  $  but  refoive  now, 
if  it  be  %ot  too  late,   to  fave  themfelves  and  their 
Native  Country  from  utter  Ruin.     But  our  chief 
Dfependance  is  upon  Men  of  Conflant  and  Revolution 
Principles  $    and,    God  be  prais'd,    we  have  iiill 
fome  amongft  us,  many  Godolphiv's,  Montague's,  Sun- 
derland's, Cowper's,  Devon/hire's,  Wharton's,  Sommers's, 
Halifax's,    Parker's,    Afiurft's,    Heath  cot's,    Abney'sy 
Ward's,  Onflow's,    Denton's,    Hampden's,    Stanhope's? 
Letchmere'Sy  Prats's,  Churchill's,  Walpole'sy  Burnet's,  and 
Fleetwood's,    who   in    their  Prefaces    and  Loyal 
Speeches  do  aflert   the   juft  Prerogative  of  Reafon, 
and  maintain  its  ample  fubferviency  to  Religion, 
both  to  make  void  the  Neceffity  of  an  Infallible 
Chair,  and  to   curb  the  Extravagancies  of  all 
Atheifis,    Jacobites,    and  Free -Thinkers  5     my   Lord, 
fuch  Glorious  and  Immortal  Patriots  as  thefe,  may 
fafely  be  depended  on  5    their  bare  Looks,  I  Tiad 
almott  faid  their  bare  Thoughts,  (were  it  poflible 
to  know  them)  are  better  Security  than  the  moft 
folemn  Protections  of  State  Weather-cocks  5  for  as 
they  have  always  been  the  very  fame  Men  under  all 
Events  and  Changes  of  Government,  fo  they  have 
always  preferr'd  "the   Prot-efiam   Religion,  Loyalty  to 
the  Crown,    and  Englifb  Liberties,  to  Hkh  Titles,  Via- 
monds*,  and  Luidores,  and  all  other  Confederations 
whatfoever.

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*  No  true  Proteflant  can  ever  forget  that  Rich  Dia- 
mond that  my  Lord  B had  pre  feme  d  to  him  by  the 
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that  fort  5  and  therefore  I  wou'd  have  all  Honefi 
Whigs  deal  with  Converts  in  Politicly,  as  we  do  with 
thole  in  Religion,  that  is*  truft  not  their  Profeffions, 
but  wait  th^  End  of  their  Life  before  they  pafs  a 
Definitive  Sentence,  left  a  too  eafy  Faith  expofe 
them  to  the  Dangers  that  ufually  attend  a  Delulion 
pf  that  kind.  And,  my  Lord,  if  I  am  too  un- 
charitable here,  I  hope,  my  Incredulity  may  be  ex^ 
cus'd,  as  I  owe  it  to  my  long  Ohfervat{on  of  Mankind, 
Experience  of  the  World,  ana  the  Intimate  Acquaint- 
ance I  have  had  with  fome  Preaching  and  State 
}Veather-cockfs  But,  as  'tis  reported,  that  there  is 
come  over  to  the  Whigs,  at  leaft,  Forty  Convert 
Lords,  and  Sixty  Tory  Members  of  Parliament, 
they  ought  to  be  receiv'd  with  great  Refpeft  5  for 
.as  the  not  Demolijhing  Dunkirk,  nor  Removing  the 
Pretender,  has  open'd  Gentlemens  Eyes,  'tis  not 
Impojfible  but  they  may  be  fincere  5  and  if  they  are 
fo,  we  muft  fay,  by  the  miraculous  Providence  of 
God,-— Good  is  come  out  of  Evil  j  —  for  thofe  very 
Men,  that  'twas  once  fear'd  Wou'd  deliver  us  up  as 
a  Prey  to  France,  by  feeing  Your  Lordship  and 
Leud  Harry,  fo  boldly  venturing  your  Two  Necly  to 
introduce thePretender,feem  now  fo  heartily  concern'd 
at  their  treading  fo  long  in  your  Jacobite  Steps, 
that  they  are  like  to  be  the  Chief  Injiruments  in 
fnatching  us  out  of  the  Jaws  of  that  Popi/h  Ty- 
rant the  French  King,  where  your  Lord/hip  and

'Tis  ftrange,  my  Lord,  that  the  French  King,  that 
t'other  Day  durit  not  look  an  EngliflJ  Army  in  the 
Face^  when  headed  by  the  Evcf  Victorious  Marlbo- 
rough,   and    wou'd   gladly  have  accepted  of  Peace 
upon  any  Terms,  had   the  War  Continu'd   a  Year 
longer,  fhou'd  in  a  few  Months  dare  to  tell  the 
greateji  Queen  in  the  World,    that    he  was   her  Equal 
in  Power  and  Fame.     Nay,  which  was   yet  more 
Audacious,    that     "  He  was  Sharer  withf  her  in  the 
Balance  fie  (alone)  holds  of  all  the  Powers  of  Europe. 
Or,  my   Lord,  if  the  French  Tyrant   does  fhare 
With  our  Rightfnl  and  Glorious  Queen,  in  holding  the 
Balance  to  all  the*  Powers  of  Europe  5    To  whom 
does  he  owe  this  Balance  ?  Is  it  to  the  old  Minifiry, 
or  the  New2.  My  Lord,  this  Queftion   is  foon  re- 
folv'd  j  for  'tis  now  univerfally  thought  that  the 
making  the  French  King  more    formidable   than 
ever  he  , was,  is  wholly  owing  to  your  Lordfhip's 
notable  Conduct  in  making  the  Peace,  and  to  jhat 
Diamond -Trip  into  France  to  forward  the  Peace?

Our  rightful  and  glorious  Queen  5  or  that 
Spurious  Brat — that  the  Jacobites  call  James  the 
Third — that  Rehearfing  Lejley  is  now  actually 
Tutoring  at  Bar-le-Duc,  how  he  iliould  a£t  the  Bi- 
gotted  Papift  in  England  under  a  Proteflant  Mask/ 
—That  Dr.  Sacheverel  (who  drinks  his  Health  on  his 
bare  Knees  by  the  Name  of  King)  is  gone  to  pre- 
fent  with  a  Catalogue  of  Falfe  Brethren,  (of  which 
Biihop  Burnet,  Bifhop  Fleetwood,  Dr*  Williams^ 
Dr.  Calamy,  Mr.  Hoadley,  Mr.  Biffet,  Mr.  Henry> 
Mr.  Bradbury,  Mr.  Clarl^,  Mr.  Walpole,  Mr.  Ridfath, 
and  Mr.  Dunton,  are  Twelve)  that  mult  turn  Pa- 
pifts,  or  prepare  for  Martyrdom.— That  the  Peaceful 
Addreffers  have  been  long  inviting  to  England  with 
their  inconfiftent  Doftrine  of  Indefeajible  Hereditary 
Right— From  whence,  my  Lord,  it  is  mofl  appa- 
rent that  the  firfl  "Projectors  of  our  celebratedPeace, 
had  only  an  Eye  to  the  Luidores,  the  Pretender's  In- 
terefi,  and  the  faving  their  own  Necl^s.  But  what- 
ever Hopes  the  Pretender  may  have  of  being  invited

"  ble  or  fafe  for  the  EngUJh  Nation*     And  'twas 
for  this  Reafon  that  the  New  M- — y  cou'd   not 
Decoy  one  Low-Church-wan,    Presbyterian,  Indepen- 
dant,  Anabaptifty    or   Protefiant  Quaker,    to  return 
thanks  for  a  Peace,  which  they  all  fa  w  was  de- 
iign'd  by  the  New  M — y,  (but  not  by  the  Queen, 
who  is  a   moft  fincere   Protefiant,  and  a  perfect 
Friend  to  #the   Princefs  Sophia)  to  introduce   the 
Pretender,   and  to  exclude  the  Proteftant  Succeffion

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up  to  TBlindnefs  of  Mind,   (that  is,  can  neither 

?o  forward  in  their  Duty,  nor   backward  with 
nnocence)  it   is  a  fad  Omen.     Thus   Rehoboam 
by  a  Divine  Infatuation  treats  his  People  roughly 
to  the  Lofs  almoft  of  his  whole  Kingdom.     In- 
deed his   firft  Steps  were  very  regular  5  for  Re- 
hoboam,  upon  his  Acceffion  to  the  Throne  con- 
fults  a  Grave  and  Wife  Minijlry>  who  flood  before 
Solomon  his  Father,    1  Kings  xii.  £.  Thefe  (who 
well  underflood  the  Times  from  their  Great 
Advantages,    and   long    Experience  under  the 
wifefl  of  Princes)  gaye  him  wholefome  Advice, 
the   which   had  he  obferv'd  he  had  been  as 
happy  a  Prince  as  was  in  the  World  3  but  Reho- 
boam, as  one  ftruck  with  Blindnefs,  Changes   his 
Minifiry  to  confult  Men  of  Towering  Principles, 
whofe  Advice  prov'd  Fatal  to  the  Kingdom  5  for 
Ten  Tribes  revolted  from  his  Government  at 
;  once,  and  now  Rehoboam  has  time  to  repent  his 
New   Mimjiryy    but   to  little   purpofe  5  for  the 
Breach  was  too  wide  to  be  made  up,  and  that 
:  from  the  over-ruling  Hand  of  God  3  for  when 
:  Rehoboam  goes  about  to  Reduce  the  Ten  Tribes 
by  force  of  Arms,  thus  faith  the  Lord,  Return 
:  every  Man  to   his  Houfe  for  this  Thing   is  from  me, 
1  1  Kings  xii.  24.  It  was  from  the  Lord  that  Reho- 
1  boam  fhou'd  refufe  the  Advice  of  a   Wife  and 
1  fteddy  Minifiry.     It  was  from  the    Lord,   that 
'  he  fhou'd  hearken  to  the  pernicious  Council  of  a 
c  Giddy  Minifiry.     And  it  was   frojn  the   Lord, 
c  that  he  ihou'd  deal  fo  roughly  with  his  People, 
c  that  he  might  not  only  lofe  their  Affe&ions,  but 
c  their  Obedience  too.

This,  my  Lord,  We  have  found  by  Experience 
is  that  'New  Scheme,  that  the  Englijb  and  Scotch 
Jacobites  have  unanimoufly  concerted  and  agreed 
to,  for  bringing  in  the  Pretender,  Popery  and  Sla- 
very, and  how  Clofely  they  have  kept  to  it  is  fuffi-

"  ring  him  that  the  King  his  Matter  had  nothing 
"  fo  much  at  He-m  as  good  Elections  for  this 
"  Parliament  $  and  that  his  Majefly  wou'd  not 
*<  fell  to  remember  and  reward  thof:  that  made 
"  fuch  a  Choice  as  he  now  advis'd  his  Friend  to. 
And  I  am  told  by  a  G-nt^eman  that  lately  law  the 
Pretend  r  at  Bar-U-duc,  that  "  He  talks  with  as 
"  much  Afluranceof  being  crown'd  King  of  Eng- 
"  larjj  as  if  he  had  already  ufurp'd  the  Britifo 
•«  Throne.  Which  great  Impudence  in  the  Pre- 
tender proceeds  from  the  Growth  of  Perkennifm  in 
Great  Britain  (but  more  efpecially  at  the  En%!ijb 
Court)  as  I  /hall  prove  in  a  Letter  to  the  Lord  B.  . .

Loyal  Patriots,  as  will  think  it  their  Duty  to 

G  confirm 
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confirm  the  Protectant  SucceJJion  in  the  Illujlrious  Houfe 
ef  Hanover,  and  to  declare  the  Author  of  thefe  Twenty 
Queries   guilty   of   High-Treafon.     I   won't   affert   that 

thefe    Jacobite  Queries   are  written  by  the  Lord  B y 

or   that    he   encourages     the     publishing   of    'em  ,    yet 
I  mull   fay,  his  making  cc  No  Infpeclion  into  the  Treafon- 
"  able  Words  and  Practices  re/petting  the  Pretender,   that 
"a  Papijb  Maid  lately  offered  to  atteft  upon  Oath,  fairly 
proves  he    is  in   the  Pretender's  as  well  as  the  French  In- 
terejl  ;  And,   I  don't  doubt  but   that  Rich  Diamond  that 
was  given  to  him   by  the  French  King,  was  an  Earneft  of 
that   Great  Advancement  and  Honour  he  is  to  have  in  the 
Britifli    Court,  if  ever  the   Pretender   is  crown'd  King.

The  Diffolution 
approach'd,  and  fomething  (thought  0 —  and  B— )  was 
to  be  done  to  pleafe  the  Country ,  and  fecure  their  being 
elecled.  'Tis  to  this,  no  doubt,  we  owe  two  fuch  extra- 
ordinary Steps  as  thofe  Addreffes,  and  the  throwing  out 
the  Darling  of  their  Eyes  the  Trade-Bill,  if  one  can 
call  chat  throwing  out,  which.
